Birdzell did not 
appear in person, hut sent his oath 
through Robinson. 


Robinson Interviewed. 


Interviewed

er. Justice-elect Robinson said: 


"We have all qualified, and we ex- 


pect that the retiring justices wltl give 
us our office tomorrow, when we pre- 
sent certificates of election duly sub- 
scribed by the state canvassing board. 
Xo, we have not been served with the 
crder of the provisional court, and we 
do not expect that any bluff of that 
kind will be pulled upon us.

amusements, education, church, lodge, 
doctor, dentist, savings and insur- 
ance; and 35 per cent for food. 


This may be a proper distribution 


of a salary, and again it -nay not. No 
law of expenditure can possibly be 
made.

ing on *1,000 a year probably are 
spending 45 per cent for food. Fam 
Hies, living on $2,5W need spend no 
more than $tr.o a year for food; thus 
a* the income increases the percent- 
age required for food becomes small- 
er.
